former proclaimed the absent Emperor, and 
took the oaths of allc fiance to lbim—the lat 
ter, disregarding his birth rights, off! red sub 
mission to Nicholas I. Russia was thus in the 
strange predicament of having two self-deny 
ing emperors, and no active ruler. The crown 
of the Czars was in abeyance, till couriers 
passed between Warsaw and Petersburg.— 
Each brother was in his turn a subject and & 
sovereign, and both stood at the porta's of 
power, amicably disputing the point of pre- 
cedence. Constantine has at last submitted to 
take the command of forty millions of men.
